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Shell to triple Production 
of Synthetic Rubber Here
'Shell Chemical 'will triple its 

projected plant capacity for the 
production of polyisoprene, the 
man-made equivalent_ of natural 
ruhber, it was announced here by 
J. P. CunninRfham, jjeneral man­ 
ager of Shell Chemical'* Synthe­ 
tic Ruhber division.

Shell Isoprene, Ruhber, the 
company's name for the now syn­ 
thetic, has been manufactured 
commercially on a scale of up 
to five tons a day here for slijfht- 
ly rw>r a year, enabling consum­ 
er* throughout the country to 
evaluate it in a wide variety of 
products, ranging from elastic 
ha lulu to huge tires for earth- 
moving machinery.

Th« Torranee plant In being 
expanded to a capacity of 40,000,- 
000 pound* of polyisoprene a 
year, with completion of con­ 
struction expected thia fall.

The second installation, now 
in an advanced stage of engin­ 
eering design, will be on stream 
one year later.

This expansion will entail con­ 
struction at a mid western loca­ 
tion of an integrated monomer- 
polymer plant of 80,000,000 
pounds annual capacity, the hy­ 
drocarbon feedstocks for which 
will come from Shell's Wood Riv­ 
er Refinery located near St. 
Louis, Missouri.
